Americans,  with  their  intense  energy, 
seem  inclined  to  parry  to  extremes  every  ¬ 
thing  that  they  “take  up,”  though  we 
like  to  hold  the  consoling  theory  that  if 
the  pendulum  swings  too  far  and  ticks  too 
noisily,  general  healthy  common  sense 
will,  in  tune,  act  as  a  ratchet  to  regulate 
its  movement.

The  whole  of 
the  past  year  Mf.  Linton  has  devoted  to 
a  minute  study  and  verification  of  the 
texts  in  the  British  Museum,  and  the  note* 
appended  to  lfiany  well-known  verse* 
give  surprising 'evidence  of  the  garbled 
and  abridged  texts  which  have  become 
current  even  injthe  most  popular  collec¬ 
tions.  Mr.  R.  H  Stoddard  will  write  an 
introductory  essiay  upon  the  period  of 
English  poetry  covered  by  each  division 
of  ihe  collection.  The  work  will  be  pub- 
liAxtd  by  Messrs;  Charles  Scribner’s  Sons 
under  the  general  title  English  Verst.  It 
will  consist  of  a  series  of  live  volumes  ar¬ 
ranged  as  follows  :  I.  Chaucer  to  Burni 
11  Lyrics  of  the  Nineteenth  Century. 
III.  Ballads  and  Romances  IV,  Dra¬ 
matic  Selections,  V.  Translations  This 
division  is  simple  and  excellent;  it  makes 
no  arbitrary  classification  under  fanciful 
subject-headings,  but  merely  separatee 
the  distinct  daises,  and  in  eacu  volume 
the  poets  are  given  in  chronological  order. 
At  the  end  of  each  volume  brief  bio¬ 
graphical  und  bibliographical  notes  are 
printed,  and  in  ihe  hands  of  such  autho¬ 
rities  as  Mr.  Linton  and  Mr.  Stoddard 
these  notes  will  doubtless  be  found  of  ex 
ceptional  value  knd  interest.
